April  Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  April’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  $602 
million  to  $1 .1  billion,  the  lowest 
since  last  September,  as  exports 
declined  and  imports  rose.  Since 
1989,  the  April  trade  surplus  has 
been  showing  a  significant  decline 
from  the  previous  month.  In  each  in¬ 
stance,  this  was  primarily  a  result  of 
lower  exports  during  the  month. 

The  cumulative  trade  surplus  for 
October  1990  to  April  1991  was  $9.8 
billion,  17  percent  lower  than  last 
year  at  this  time  (table  3). 

Agricultural  Exports  Down  in 
April  --  U.S.  agricultural  exports 
declined  14  percent  in  April  to  $3.1 
billion,  $490  million  below  March. 
Decreased  values  of  corn,  wheat, 
soybeans,  cotton,  live  animals,  meat 
products,  fruit  and  vegetables,  and 
rice  shipments  were  responsible  for 
the  decline.  Tobacco  was  the  only 
major  commodity  to  increase. 
Cumulative  October  to  April  exports 
totaled  $23.2  billion,  an  8-percent 
decline  from  this  period  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  fell  $45  million  to 
$242  million  and  shipments  fell 
646,000  tons  to  2.4  million  tons. 
While  the  value  of  wheat  exports  fell 
32  percent  from  last  April,  volume 
rose  5  percent.  The  decline  in  value 
was  due  to  lower  wheat  prices  in 
1991.  About  26  percent  of  the 
wheat  was  exported  to  the  Soviet 
Union.  China,  Japan,  and  Egypt 
also  were  large  markets. 

The  value  of  corn  shipments 
dropped  22  percent  to  $41 1  million. 
Japan  replaced  the  Soviet  Union  as 
the  largest  market,  taking  1.2  million 
tons,  34  percent  of  the  total.  The 
Soviet  Union  imported  986,000  tons, 
down  almost  a  million  tons  from 
March.  Large  shipments  also  went 
to  Taiwan,  Spain,  Korea,  and 
Mexico. 


Soybean  export  value  dropped  35 
percent  from  March  to  $263  million 
and  volume  dropped  36  percent  to 
1 .2  million  tons.  However,  this  was 
only  a  5-percent  decline  in  value 
and  a  3-percent  decline  in  volume 
from  April  1990.  While  shipments  to 
the  European  Community  fell  73 
percent  from  March,  the  EC  was 
still  a  major  market  along  with 
Japan,  Taiwan,  Mexico,  and  the 
Soviet  Union. 

After  increasing  for  4  consecutive 
months,  cotton  export  volume  fell 
89,000  tons  in  April  to  154,000 
tons.  The  value  of  cotton  exports 
fell  to  $255  million.  Japan,  Korea, 
China^the  European  Community, 
particutariy  Italy,  and  Indonesia 

were  the  major  markets.

ImportsJUp  in  Aprtl  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  totaled  $2.1 
billion,  upd6  percent  from  March. 
Cumulative  jmports  forthe  October- 
April  perio^pached  $T3.5  billion, 
the  same  as4a$  year.  Increases 
occurred  for  tobacco,  wheat,  rice, 
meat  products,  live  animals,  coffee, 
and  cocoa.  Fresh  fruit  imports 
also  increased  to  make  up  for  lost 
domestic  production  due  to  the 
California  freeze  this  past  winter. 
Sugar  was  the  only  major  import 
commodity  to  decrease.  (Susan

FY  1991  Exports  Forecast  at 
$37  Billion  -  FY  1991  exports  are 
forecast  at  $37  billion,  down  3.1 
billion  from  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  decrease  is  largely  due  to 
weakening  prices  and  the  decline 
in  the  U.S.  share  of  world  trade. 
The  value  of  U.S.  grain  exports  is 
expected  to  decline  by  $3.6  billion. 
However,  exports  of  high-value 
products  are  forecast  to  continue 
rising  (see  table  4).
